BILLIONS FOR FARMERS. 


STUPENDOUS INCREASE IN THE PROF- 

ITS OF AGRICULTURISTS. | 

Better Prices Will Be Paid for Grain This 

Year than the Country Has Known for 

a Leng Time—Interesting Crop Statis- 

tics—The Alliance Leaders Claim Much 

of the Glory fer the Increase—Different 
Views of Their Recent Circular, 

New Tonx, Aug. 16.—Farm profits will be 
$1,000,000,000 more this year in the United 
States than they have been during the recent 
years of depression. At least this is the esti- 
mate put forward by the American Agricult- 
urist in its annual review of the harvests, to 
be published in the forthcoming September 
issue of that magazine. On the basis of pres 
ent prospects this authority estimates the corn 
crop of 1891 at 2,000,000,000 bushels, wheat 
500,000,000 bushels, and oats 622,000,000 
bushels. This makes the total pros- 
pective crop of corn, wheat, and oats 
8,122,000,000 bushels, or 28.8 per cent greater 
than last year, and 14.7 per cent over the aver- 
age of the preceding eleven years. 

The American Agriculturist believes that 
unless unexpected influences wholly change 
the current of events the value of corn on the 
farm will average in December fully 50 cents 
a bushel; wheat,$1 per bushel, and oats at 
least 40 cents, On this basis the value of 
the corn crop to the farmers will be $1,000,000,- 
000; wheat, $500,000,000, and oats $250,000,000, 
or a total of N, 750,000,000. This is $450,000,000 
more than the value of these Crops in 1890, 
and $625,000,000 more than the value of the 
average of these crops from 1880 to 1890 inclu- 
sive. Cotton and rice will command better 
prices than last season. Cattle are worth one- 
third more than eighteen months ago, with 
other live stock m proportion. Tobac- 
co is advancing heavily for cigar 
leaf (contracts being made for the 
crop in the field at an advance of 
15 to 50 per cent over last year). Hops are 
firm at good prices, Winter fruit will com- 
mand large values, and all vegetables are 
yielding fairly, with every indication of a re- 
munerative market. The export outlook was 
never better; immensely increased sums will 
be sent to the United States for our produce. 
The Agriculturist says there will be no return 

ot war prices, but the money received 
above expenses will go further and enable the 
farmer to get more value out of his profits 
than at any previous period.

sate them for producing it. Direct informa- 
tion from the Black Hills district in that 
State, comprising six or eight counties, is to 
the effect that the yield is about fifteen bush- 
els per acre or about one-half crop. Those 
people cannot afford to sell at the low prices 
that prevailed up to a few days ago. 

Tennessee, Pennsylvania, California, IIli- 
nois, and Iowa are taking great interest 
in the matter, as also are Oregon, Minnesota, 
and other States. Illinois and Tennessee fol- 
low Kansas and South Dakota in practidal ef- 
forts to get a good price for wheat. Com- 
munications from Nebraska do not mention 
any official action, but show a vigorous inter- 
est. 

1 think the advance of 6 or 7 cents in 
wheat during the last few days will encourage 
the farmers to hold on, but I do not believe 
they will try to raise the price to anything 
like an extortionate or cruel figure, 

Nov, referring again to the circular, I 
would like to say that it was sent out as in- 
formation by the bureau here. It is the busi- 
ness of the bureau to give the Alliance all the 
information possible. It was established for 
that purpose. A great many papers have 
jumped on to the circular, calling it an effort 
to form a‘corner,’ or ‘trust,’ or anything 
else, and many of these papers have frothed 
at the mouth over this effort among the farm- 
erstoinform themselves and take some ac- 
tion in their own interest. But I want to tell 
you one thing. Not a single paper in the 
country has dared attack the facts and infor- 
mation as set forth in the circular. They are 
not open to attacks.“ 


Anxious to Buy Iowa Crops. 

Fort Dopo, Ia., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—The 
farmers of Northwestern Iowa are besieged 
by an army of agents of Hastern elevators, 
commission houses, etc., who wish to con- 
tract for all thrashed and unthrashed crops for 
September and October delivery. Lower 
prices than those of last year are offered on 
the strength of the general bountiful harvest. 
Many of the farmers have thus sold their 
crops in advance, but the majority have 
heard of the shortage in European countries 
and will hold their grain for higher prices. It 
is thought that the bulk of the crops in this 
Vicinity will not be marketed until a month 


later than usual this year. 


Think the Ukase Will Be Rescinded. 
Berri, Aug. 16.—It is reported that the 


government will reduce the income tax on 
certain classes in order to alleviate the dis- 
tress arising from the Russian rye prohibi- 
tion. It is believed here that the ukase will 
be rescinded in October. The St. Petersburg 


admits the execution of the bonds and mort- 
gage and that 500 of the former, amounting to 
$500,000, were sold and negotiated by defend- 
dant, but denies that the other 1,500 bonds, 
amounting to $1,500,000, were over sold or 
delivered by it. The latter, it alleges, 
were fraudulently parceled out by the former 
officers of the company without any value 
being paid therefor, and that the present own- 
ers of them have full knowledge of such fraud. 
It is alleged also that the demand to declare 
the whole amount of the mortgage due and to 
foreclose was not made by any of the holders 
of any of the 500 bonds lawfully. issued, but 
by the fraudulent owners of the 1,500 bonds 
fraudulently issued. The defendant also 
avers that it is ready to pay any amount due 
on the $600,000 of bonds lawfully issued when- 
ever presented for payment. The contest in- 
volves Chicago, Boston, and London parties. 


DEADLY WATER IN A MILWAUKEE WELL. 


It Kills Two People and Makes Many More 
Seriously Tl. 

Mizwavuxez, Wis., Aug. 16,—[Special.|— 
As a result of drinking water from a foul weil 
two persons have died and twenty-four are ill, 
some of them so critically that the doctors 
have given up all hopes of their recovery. 
The well is on the premises of Jacob Bassai, 
living at the corner of Burleigh ana Sixth 
streets, and beyond the reach of the city’s 
water system. 
furnished the drinking supply of half a dozen 
families in the neighborhood. Last week 
about all the members of the several families 
partaking of the well water became ill, and 
their ailment soon developed into typhoid 
fever. John Eugal, a married man, died 
Thursday, and yesterday a daughter of Jacob 
Bassai, on whose premises the well is located, 
breathed her last. Those who are suffering 
with typhoid feverare: E. Scharff, his wife, 
and two sons; Fred Keiling, his wife, and 
two children; P. Abrahams, one daughter, 
and servant, Bertha Wilms; Mrs. Eugal, 
whose husband died Thursday; Fred Theos 
and three children, Philtip.Praecht and wife, 
Jacob Bassai, whose daughter died Saturday, 
his wife and three other children. Some of 
these were so low this afternoon that the doc- 
tors abandoned all hope for them. But a short 
distance from Bassai’s premises is a marsh, 
the water from which is supposed to have 
worked itselt into the well and thus contam- 
inated the water.

NEGOTIATIONS WITH INDIANS ENDED. 


Commissioner Harries Tells of the Work 
of the Sioux Commission. 


Omana, Neb., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—-Mem- 


bers of the Sioux Commission are in the city, 
having cumpleted their work. In conversa- 
tion Commissioner Harries of Washington 
said: “More important than any other 
branch of our duties was the settlement of the 
difficulty between the Pine Ri and Rose- 
bud Indians. By the terms of Foster-W ar- 
ner-Crook treaty the boundary line between 
the two reservations was moved eastward 
nearly twenty miles. This action, agreed to by 
the 2 — . (who were the losers), 
rendered about 600 Rosebud people homeless 
unless the Pine Ridge folks consented to their 
being transferred to the Pine Ridge Agency 
rolls. To secure this consent took about six 
weeks of the most active campaigning. Then, 
when our work was ap ntly done, some 
opponent of the r agreement stole 
Chairman Pearce’s valise containing all the 
official documents. Luckily, however, we had 
check lists from which it was possible to con- 
struct a duplicate of the missi ment 
and this duplicate proper! certifi ed been 
accepted by the Interior Department as satis- 
factory and binding.

And that flow was by no 
means a small one, since it must have paid 
for a large part of the $70,000,000 in gold sent 
abroad by us in the last half of the fiscal year. 

It is not easy to make an intelligent guess 
at the class of properties that will be most 
affected by the necessity for selling in order 
to buy. But it may be inferred the “ indus- 
trials will be sacrificed most freely. Many 
of them have not paid up to the expectations 
of investors, the chief reason for that being 
that they were overcapitalized, in not a few 
cases to fully double a fair valuation. If railroad 
shares are patted with freely it will be an ad- 
ditional sign of stringency, since the prospects 
for earnings by transportation companies in- 
crease with the volume of crop yield, and in 
even greater ratio. Then there will be less 
new money to lend, and for another reason 
than the one quoted in the recent past. A few 
of the foreign investors, who only hear the 
news slowly, may continue to entertain fears 
of being paid in depreciated silver dollars if 
they held on a year or two, and sell on that 
account or insist upon rearranging their loans 
on a gold basis. But the great majority of 
capitalists in the, old country are already 
aware that the silver delusion is dying out in 
the United States, and have little anxiety on 
the score of specie payments. 

Whether the large difference above noted be 
paid in gold or securities, or both, there will 
be at least a great additzon tothe wealth of 
the country by the fact of a good crop of 
wheat in the United States, while that in the 
Old World is poor. But this does not take 


1 into account the exports of other cereals, rye 
which is wanted for bread, and corn, which 1s 


needed for that as well as other uses. Alto- 


| gether the export of our cereal surplus should 
| add about $8 per capita over and above the 
normal accretion from abroad in ordinary 


yeats, and the internal growth of capital in 
our midst, which should also be much more 
than ordinary, owing to the stimulus from 
outside, Hence, the people have not only no 
occasion to grumble, but have unusual rea- 
sons for thankfulness, and those of them who 
are engaged in the business of professional 
fault-finding ought to cease till a more con- 
venient opportunity presents itself. Peffer, 
Polk, Livingston, ‘‘ Sockless Jerry,“ and 
others of that ilk ought to hide their dimin- 
ished heads, as having chosen the very worst 
time in the whole century for venting their 
nonsense—a time when there is no possibility 
of its being accepted by the American people. 


THEY NEVER REASON THINGS OUT. 

Friday was Farmers’ Alliance day at the 
Springfield Agricultural and Industrial Camp- 
Meeting, and the orator of the occasion was a 
man by the mame of Wood. According to the 
dispatch 

He acknowl that railroads might possibly 
be a necessity. but they charge the farmer two, 
three, and four prices and are robbing you at 
every turn, The government ought to take 
charge of the roads and run them, and we are 
neither fools nor cranks for advocating this plan. 


How intelligent men possibly can listen 
quietly to such rubbish passes all belief. 
Nothing but the patience and good nature of 
American audiences can account for it. 
When Mr. Wood said that railroads “ might 
possibly be a necessity" every man who 
heard him knew that they had become an ab- 
solute and unquestioned necessity, and that if 
the iron and steel rails in Illinois were pulled 
up the farmers would be ruined. There must 
have been men present who farmed in Sanga- 
mon County before the day of railroads and 
who knew how they marketed their crops 
then. They could have told him what people 
suffered in the good old times before there 
were any “railroad monopolists.“ 

And every intelligent man on the ground 
must have known that whatever sins the rail- 
roads have commutted in the past they are 
not charging now in Illinois for transporte- 
tion two, three, or four” times what they 
should, It is probable that Mr. Wood has not 
the least idea of the bare cost of transporta- 
tion of a ton of freight of any kind on any 
Illinois road and has never taken the trouble 
to look to see. 

When hie said that the government should 
take charge of the railways and run them, 
why did not he say how it was to get them, 
and how it was to run them? Are they to be 
taken by force without compensation, or are 
they to be peid for? If the latter, are they to 
be paid for in honest money or shinplasters? 
If bought with bonds, the interest on which is 
paid in honest money, how is the government

BALFOUR'S IRISH COUNTY GOVERNMENT 
, SCHEME. 


Secretary Balfour’s speech at Plymouth 
last week was devoted. entirely to the 


Irish section of the Tory electoral program. | 


But even regarding that he did not make him- 
self sufficiently understood. The organs of 
his own party are in doubt as to his meaning. 
He confined himself to the proposal for loeal 
self-government, entirely ignoring the recent 
Irish démands on the Tories that they extend 
to Ireland the principles of free eduvation as 
established in England by the act of last sds- 
sion. ee 

The London Chronicle interprets Mr. Bal- 
four’s declaration that it would be madness 
to allow the Irish County Councils to adminis- 
ter the funds of any body not represented in 
those bodies” as an intimation that the 
Tories mean to make the Irish franchise 
[for local government] ‘hartower than the En- 
glish.” This interpretation is no doubt cor- 
rect. There can be no other meaning in his 
further declaration that as the incidence of 
taxation falls upon the occupiers of land 
whom the councils will mainly represent, they 
(the councils) could be trusted to prevent ex- 
travagance and jobbery with their own 
kunde 

But Mr. Balfour intends to go further than 
narrowing the Irish franchise in respect to 
local government. He proposes to give the land- 
lords representation in the councils through 
some adaptation of the minority representa- 
tion plan. That may mean that a certain 
number of the County Councilors will be 
elected by the freehold voters, or that they be 
elected as the members of the Lower House 
of the Illinois General Assembly are elected, 
on the “three-cornered” plan. The latter 18 
probably the form Mr. Balfour’s minority 
representation scheme will take. It would 
certainly work well in Ulster and in the more 
conservative districts of the south and east of 
Ireland, though in the western districts it 
would only enable the hillside men to ob- 
tain a representation in the councils which 
would not tend to thew successful working. 

It goes without saying that the scheme thus 
restricted will not be wholly acceptable to the 
National party. They will criticise it severely 
and denounce it. But despite criticism and 
denunciation there is little doubt that the 
wisest of them will secretly rejoice at the re- 
strictions, as safeguards.’ Under the parlia- 
mentary franchise the Councils in the southern 


and western districts of Ireland would be apt 


to fall under the control of non-tax paymg 
demagogues and schemers. Under the restricted 
minority representation plan the taxpayers 
will control. It will give the Protestant mi- 
nority efficient representation in the Catholic 
districts. In the Protestant districts of Ulster 
it will give the Catholics a representation 
hitherto denied to them. And as the Glad- 
stonian Daily News puts it, however ingen- 
iously framed Balfour’s bill will enormous- 
ly strengthen the demand for home rule.“ 
It will prepare the people for it. They will 
have an opportunity to demonstrate under it 
their fitness for home rule. And under a 
Dublin Legislature it may be found both safe 
and prudent to remove the restrictions on 
representation now proposed by Balfour. 


THE GREAT INRUSH OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 

It was reported a few weeks ago that the 
Czar had decided to slacken his severe meas- 
ures regarding his Jewish subjects. Soon 
afterwards it was denied that he had changed 
his mind. Whatever the facts may be it is 
certain that the number of Russian Jews ar- 
riving at New York is steadily increasing. It 
is said—it must be an exaggeration—that a 
million intend coming. But if the number 
should be only half that the result may be a 
serious disorganization of the labor market, 
especially in the great cities. 

The mass of these newcomers cannot and 
will not go on the land. They have not cap- 
ital with which to procure it and they are not 
wanted as farm laborers. They have not the’ 
remotest idea of what they would be expected 
to do, and American farmers do not care to 
take the trouble to teach them. Hence these 

epeople swell necessarily the population of 
the cities, and since the occupations which 
they can pursue are limited, with no great de- 
mand for more laborers in them, they can get 
employment only by underbidding others. 
They cannot drive the Italians out of the fruit- 
peddling business, for they have no knack for 
it, and they do not seem to take to street-clean- 
ing work. So.a large numberof them turn to 
tailoring—to making up coarse shirts and 
ready-made clothing. 

Here they enter into direct competition with 
women, as was the case to some extent in Lon- 
don. They can live more cheaply and there- 
fore work mote cheaply. And the ques- 
tion is, What are the women whom they 
are supplanting to do to earn a living? If the 
substitution of one class of laborers for anoth- 
er weut on slowly no harm might result, for 
the sewing-girls would gradually get work to 
do which ‘would be of a higher grade. But 
if the change takes place suddenly it is likely 
that intense distress will follow, but will not 
become apparent so soon because it falls on 
women, who have not learned to cry out and 
make a fuss when they are hurt, as men do. 

But while those who have been making the 
cheap clothing in New York will be the first 
to feel the effects of this new cheap labor, 
others will not be long in learning of its ex- 
istence.

It is quite true that public men of the high- 
est class in England are singularly free from 
all suspicion of venality. No Englishman 
and no American would question the absolute 
integrity of men like Gladstone, Morley, 
Salisbury, Balfour, Chamberlain, and Har- 
court. But are the second-ciass. men so free? 
It is certain that no American of high official 
standing would lend his name to the support 
of a wildcat bank liké the River Plate, which 
numbered among its directors Lord George 
Hamilton, the British Naval Minister. Nor 
could any American public man imitate with 
safety Mr. Goschen’s method of Egyptian 
financiering. And there is nothing in the 
United States now which resembles Baron 
Hirsch's control over prominent public men 
of England. * g

MR. LINCOLN DID NOT VIOLATE THE CON- 
STITUTION. 
The Richmond Dispatch says: 
When a Republican paper—nay, a Southern 


paper—tells us that Mr. L. could not have 
allowed South Carohaa to hold Fort Sumter— 


which she claimed as her property, without vio- 
lating his oath of offiee, we cannot but recall the 
fact that the same Mr. Lincoln violated the Fed- 
eral Constitution flagrantly when he emancipated 
the slaves in the several States and Territories, 
though the institation of slavery was wrapped up 
in that Constitution, and though the Republican 
partyin its platform of 1860 had given to the 
slaveholders the most solemn promises which 
could be embodied in words pledging that party 
to accord to the Southern States all their rights, 
and thus enticing into the Republican party 
thousands of good Southerners. 

The emancipation of the slaves by Mr. 
Lincoln’s proclamation was not a ‘Violation of 
the Constitution. It was a justifiable and 
necessary war measure, applying only to 
States or parts of States which refused to ac- 
knowledge the authority of the Constitution. 
Mr. Lincoln did not attempt to say that slaves 
should never under any circumstances be 
held within those limits. That was done 
later by the thirteenth amendment. What 
he did was to deprive men in rebellion against 
the government of property which they had 
been using to assist them in.destroying the 
government, He acted under those same war 
powers which permitted the confiscation of the 
property of rebels, whether lands, cattle, 
horses, or slaves. It may be said that his 
action was extra-constitutional, in the sense 
that the framers of the Constitution never 
contemplated and made no specific provision 
against a rebellion on the part of the slave- 
holding section of the Union. But he did not 
violate either the letter or the spirit of the 
organic law. He defended the Union against 
those who were seeking to destroy it, not 
merely by raising armies and fleets to fight 
traitors but by depriving them of the chattels 
they used to build their forts, and to cultivate 
their fields, and thus to feed them. 

Nor is it true that any pledges made by the 
Republican party in its platform of 1860 were 
violated by that organization, Not one of 
them had been violated up to the time that 
Fort Sumter was fired on. When that act of 
war against the nation was committed all 
pledges were at an end. The promises made 
by the Republican party in its platform rest- 
ed on the assumption that the Southern States 
would stay in the Union and behave them- 
sel ves. Those promises were not made for 
the benefit of men with arms in their hands 
attempting to capture the forts and kill the 
soldiers ot the United States. Not one of the 
rights of the slaveholding States was inter- 
fered with by the North. But when the former 
peceded they had no more rights than any 
other enemy. They had rejected the guar- 
antees of the Constitution and had attempted 
to set up for themselves. Whatever right 
they had to hold slaves under the Constitution 
had gone, by virtue of their own act, and not 
by reacon of any breakmg of pledges on the 
part of the Republican party or any violation 
vf a Constitution they had disowned.

LOWELL'S MANY FRIENDS. 


ENGLISH PEOPLE MOURN THE Loss OF 
THE GIFTED AMERICAN. 


Accident Sought to Be Made by the 


Armies Affaire in Austria—Turkey Has

Loypon, Aug. 15.— Throughout the length 
and breadth of England this week there is but 
one word on the lips and in the hearts of edu- 
cated people; that word is Lowell, The nathe 
of the author of The Biglow Papers is so 
familiar as a household word in this country 


that it seems as though every one had suffered 


the personal loss of a friend of long standing. 
To many, indeed, his death is an individual 
grief. There was probably never any citizen 
of the United States, or, indeed, any native 
of a foreign country, who could claim so wide 
a circle of friends in English society. Ever 
since he left the legation here his annual 
visits to London were regarded by the 
most cultured as the brightest event 
of the season. A year seemed incomplete 
without his genial, kindly presence. It had 
been hoped that this year would have seen 
him in his old haunts, as interesting, resource- 
ful, and encyclopedic as ever. Thousands are 
mourning today one whom they knew and 
loved, and many more thousands will miss 
one whom, through his writings, they had 
known, admired, felt with, laughed with, and 
sympathized with as with a friend. 
Making Alarmiste’ Capital. 

In conjunction with the noisy. bursts. over 
the Russophile demonstration it is worth while 
to note the eagerness with Which the French 
‘press seeks to make alarmists’ capital out of 
the recent accident sustained by Emperor 
William. French journalists are unsur- 

as romancers at all times, 
but on the present occasion they have 
excelled their usual achievements. No 
report, however startling, as to the condition

One 
good result of this splenetic vaporing has been 
to place a succinct account of the occurrence 
now before the world. 
Testing the Armies. 

Both the German and the French maneuvers 
will be this year on an altogether exceptional 
scale. The German 8 take place 
near Cassel, as well as in Grand Duchy 
of Baden. In the latter. where two army corps 
will resist an imaginary French army, a 
battle will take place close to the Swiss bor- 
der. At Basle German army will be then 
rein forced by means of a néw strategic line 
railway from Constance, whose efficiency has 
not yet been adequately tested. In A 
afterward 50,000 men will maneuver on 
the old oft covered ground. The French opera- 
tions will employ, so far as ‘hitherto arranged. 
seven army corps. Three will operate in the 
southwest against a supposed invasion from 
Spain, two maneuvering near Dax, While the 
third is in reserve near Tou Near 
Rheims four army corps will be enga for 
five weeks.

Moderate your Pan-Slavist as- 
pirations. We will save you again and secure 
youa liberal share in the Turkish inhprit- 
ances. 

Discipline of French Sailors. 

It is strange that while the echoes of rs 
for the French fleet have hardly died away in 
Moscow and Cronstadt to find in the press, 
so tightly muzzled as it is in Russia, a news- 
paper confirming and indorsing my remarks 
of a few weeks back, as to the slovenliness 
and. lack of disci — of French sailors. Such 
temerity as the Day has shownfin its strictures 
is usually but short-lived in the Czar’s domin- 
ions. The suppression and seizure of the 
plants and offices, the arrest ofthe editors, 
writers, printers, and publishers and their con- 
signment to prison to await indefinitely the 
mockery of atrial, is the retribution which 
invariably follows swiftly any offense 
against the narrow canons of the 
press bureau. This makes the Day's 
stringent attack on the late idols of Moskwa 
more incomprehensible, The ways of the 
Russian Government are, however, tortious. 
Their methods of expressing their views as to 
what the Czar’s subjects are to think is pe- 
culiar. It is just possible that having re- 
ceived, embraced, and entertained in barbaric 
splendor their guests of the republic and thus 
sown the seeds that are rong 3 forth so am- 
ple a harvest in France the Russian rulers are 
now anxious to calm down the enthusiasm 
they had called up at will. Therefore this 
may mean the bringing of the hot-headed sol- 
diery to their sober senses by pouring a little 
gentle but wholesome Gdntempt on the ob- 
jects of their adoration. The Day will, of 
course be made an official — hay — thou 
for that a recompense will probably > 
forthcoming. ' 

The Fxample. 

It will not be surprising if, in the coming 
week, the Day’s example was followed less 
offensively by other journals of a more promi- 
nent ition. Russian statesmen know when 
to be oft and when to be hard in their rela- 
tions with the hapless Turks, weighed down 
always by the growing burden of accumulated 
arrears of the war indemnity. The velvet 
glove discarded, the iron: hand grips ruth- 
lessly. The incident of a Russian warship de- 
tained in mistake by a stupid Turkish official 
at the Dardanelles is typical of Russian dealing. 
The dismissal of the erring functionary, the 
humble apology by the Porte, the immediate
